almost Impossible, swallowing is a pain- 
ful ordeal. If the arm Is lifted several 
times the movement IB more and more 
difficult, and finally impossible, until 
after a period of rest. 


There are many ups and downs in the 


condition of the patient. 
It usually 


affects persons under JO years of age 
and even under 20, and, of course, take* 
a lot out of one of the best periods of 
life. While the disease Is dlstraetinsly 
slow, lasting for years and years, there 
Is alwaye the hope of recovery- 
Just what effect the "ductless glands" 


of the body may have upon this disease 
is purely speculative.
